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The 1 02 (b) rejection over Kuehnle is withdrawn with the inclusion of the limitations of claim 2 into claim 1 . 

The 1 03 (a) rejection over Kuehnle over Hernandez et al. remains. The applicant argues that Kuehnle teaches that their magnetically 
susceptible particles only have their thermal energy increased via a magnetic alternating field after they have been placed inside the cell 
(pg 6 of Applicant's Reply, last paragraph). However, the claims do not limit that the particles be outside of the cells. Also the the "wherein" 
clauses recite a intended result and not a process step. The Examiner notes that there is only a step that the thermal energy forms pores 
that "allow" the introduction of said exogenic bioparticles into said membrane-enveloped structures, which one of ordinary skill in the art 
would recognize as inherently occurring during heating (i.e. heat shock transformation). Therefore since the art of Kuehnle teaches the two 
active steps of 1) preparing a simple with magnetically susceptible particles and exogenic biopartices and 2) applies an alternating 
magnetic field they claims remain obvious in the absence of unexpected results such as the critically of hte magnetic field frequency. 

The 103 (a) rejection over Pope et al. over Jordan et al. remains. The applicant does not provide any argument as to why Jordan et al. and 
Pope et al. combined do not teach the claimed invention nor any rebuttal to the examiner's rational for combining these two references, 
therefore the rejection in the Final Office Action stands. 
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
